A friend has furnished tp with a transla- 
tion from a German papor (The Canadische 
Kolonist) published in Stratford, which is 
mutch to the purport ; 

‘“Tho third annual report of the “Dont 
and. Domb. Institution in Bolleyille has 
reached us, 

‘Tt comprises a period from the 30th 
Sopt, 1870, tu the 80th Sept. 1878, and 
shows that the Institution under tho man- 
nogemont of Dr, Palmor isin a prosperous 
condition, Since the oponing on the 20th 
October 1870, 270 pupils have been admit- 
tod, viz, 142 boys and 66 girls, They were 
all, with one excoption, from the Province 
of Ontario, and varied in ago from 6 to 29 
yoars. The girls aro taught besides road: 
ing, drawing and sewing, also knitting and 
other female occupations,. Workshops are 


erected for the boys, where they haye an 
opportunity afforded them to learn a trade. 

‘During the current year, which com: 
menced on the 1st Octobor1873—194 pupils 
havo been ontored—and tho’ Principal; Dr. 
Palmer, reqtidsts, us to beg all parents who 
have deaf and dumb children, to sond them 
to the Institution.

Mr. Mills and the Senate, 

Tho member for Bothwell secured tho 
attention of the House on Monday, in 
Committee of the Whole, to a question 
which has long occupied his mind, and 
which is not without deep interest in the 
country ; we refer to the Constitution of 
the Senate. The debate, that ensued was 
no doubt « surprise to seme members of 
che House as it will be to tho country, 
But before we refer to the views of mem- 
bers, for the better understanding of the 
question, it will be proper to knew pre- 

“cisely what Mr, Mills proposed. He 
said he believed the Senate was at pres- 
ent too large’a body for legislative pur- 
poses. He thought the number should 
be reduced, each Provinco retaining its 
"proportionate representation, but one half 
the present number. He did not pro- 
pose that the present Senators should be 
disturbed, but that in the smaller Proy- 
inces« Senator should be elected every 
two years for a period of 
andin the four older Prov 
number of them should be elected at one 
time.

~ Ross, (Middlesex) Cameron, (Onturio) 
Brouse, Chisholm, Patterson, Gordon 
aad Dymond, not a single member coin‘ 
cided with Mr. Mills’ views. Messrs. 
Palmer, Mitchell, Cameron of Cardwell, 
and Cauchon were sot in favor of 
changes. They were generally content 
with the present system, and argued 
against what they were pleased to call 
tinkering with tke Constitution. Mr. 
Diamond in a yolatile strain rather 
jocosely scouted the idea of a second 
Chamber in this country where we have 
neither titled land-owners, great Goner- 
als, or Bishops of fame and renown to 
conserve the interests of an uristocracy. 
He alluded to the minature Honse of 
Lords in Manitoba, composed of seven 
members, and asked what do we want of 
a Senate in Canada? The greatest blun- 
ders of the past seven years haye baen 
passed by the Senate—the Intercolonial 
Railway Act in 1867 and 1868; the 
Nova Scotia Subsidy Bill in 1869; the 
Manitoba Act of 1870; the British Co- 
 lumbia Resolutions of 1871, and the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Bill of 1872, 


He was greeted with cheers {when he 
expressed the hope that the Senate of 


Canada would gain that repose which 
would be given thom, either by the abo 
lition of the Upper Chamber, or by the 
adoption either of the plan advocated by 
the member for Bothwell or that of the 
member for West Middlesex. 
Of the other members who spoke all 
"were in fayor of an elected Seuate. 
They did not apprehend too much radical- 
ism, and were not disposed to shrink 
from the people as the direct fountain of 
Isgislation. On motion of Mr, Mills 
the committee roxe and reported progress 
and asked loave to sit again, which was

And Second, ‘To conduct experiments tending 
to the solution of questions of material intor- 
est to tho Agriculturalista of tho Province, 
and publish the results of tho same from time 
to time, 

Until the farm has been systematically laid 
out and brought into order for the special pur- 
poses to which it is to bo applied, and until 
the necessary buildings and offices have been 
erected, it is not deomed expedient to settle 
detinitely the curriculum of instruction to be 
given, or tho conditions upon which stndents 
Will bo admitted when the Institution is in 
full operation. Tor some time to come the 
work of the farm will be mainly confined to 
the preparation of the fields and buildings for 
the systematic instruction of pupils ; and dur- 
ing this preparatory term, the chief aim will 
be to teach the pupils how to perform the 
farm-work in the best and most profitable 
manner, coupled with such an amount of 
scientific knowledge as will enable them clear- 
ly to comprehend tho results sought to be ob- 
tained from each operation; and tho scientific 
facts and principles on which it is based 

During said term the number of pupils will 
be limited to the strength that can be profit- 
ably employed in the operations of the farm, 
and ay this number must necessarily be small at 

resent, (namely about thirty),a selection will 
Bo made, in caso more than the required num- 
ber apply, of such as shall be considered likely 
to derive the most benefit from the instruc- 
tion to be given. 

Tho Institution will be strictly non-secta- 
rian, but all pupils—except those who from 
conscientious ESrCE formally object to do so
